Hunganan tmbassador to the United 
States in 1913 and served until Sep- 
tember 15, 1915, when his recall was 
asked by President Wilson. The de- 
mand for th« diplomatic recall fol- 
lowed revelations that he was en- 
gaged in a propaganda to cripple the 
output of American munitions fac- 
tories by fomenting strikes.

In some parts ot Indo-China the 


natives emplov various fibers in the 
attempt to supplv their own paper 
The Village du Papier, a suburb of 
Hanoi, owes it name to tho fact that 
most of its 2,000 or 3,000 inhabi- 
tants make paper from th«- bark of a 
small "paper tree," a species of runl- 
berrv, found on the Black river In 
upper Tonkin 
This bark is soaked 


in lime nndo from the limestone of

limestone vats, pounded 
by
